DEAR. Sm: 
Your note of the 17th 


inst. is at hand, in which you wish to 
know if I used the language attributed 
to me, as follows : "And now you are 
asked to surrender all you have done 
into the hands of Wade Hampton and 
the Ku Klux, and the little segment in 
the North that is called the Democratic 
party."

The Alton sells through 
tickets to points west of Kansas City, 
merely adding 50 cents to the rate 
from Kansas City to the western desti- 
nation, the sum making the fare thith- 
er from Chicago. The Alton charges 
$1 from Kansas City to St. Louis for 
limited and unlimited.
